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Claim R j ctions - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Independent claims 1,5 and 10 all claim "a reagent pad ... covering the receiving 
aperture..." which is confusing how the sample is added if the aperture is covered. 
Clarification could be achieved by specifying the bottom surface of the aperture is 
covered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-2 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Hirayaja et al. 

See the appropriate paragraph of paper 7. 

The 6/23/03 amendments are not fully understood in light of the above 35 USC 
112 issues. As best understood, Applicants intend the reagent pad to be beneath the 
receiving aperture. Hirayaja et al. teach aperture(51 ) for receiving the sample and 
opposite surface (1 ) where measurements are made. Hirayaja et al. structure is 
indistinguishable from the presumed claim language of a reagent pad beneath the 
sample-receiving aperture. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 3 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hirayaja et al. 

See Hirayaja et al. supra and the appropriate paragraph of paper 7. 

Claims 3-9 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Hirayaja et al. in view of Phillips et al. 

See Hirayaja et al. supra and the appropriate paragraph of paper 7. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/23/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants' state Hirayaja et al. fails to teach "a reagent pad affixed to the support 
and covering the sample receiving aperture". This limitation is not understood as stated 
in the above 35 USC 112 second paragraph rejection. It is the best interpretation of the 
Office that Applicants 1 intend the reagent pad affixed to the support opposite the 
sample-receiving aperture. The Office has addressed this interpretation in the above 
Office action. 

Applicants 1 state Hirayaja et al. teaches a detecting area covered by a colored 
cover. The Office maintains the instant claim language only requires the bottom 
surface to be surrounded by a reflectivity of less than about 12% at between 600 and 
730nm, which is clearly met by Hirayaja et al. 
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Applicants' traverse the combination of Hirayaja et al. and Phillips et al. on the 
basis of claims 1 and 10 not being met by Hirayaja et al. The Office maintains claims 1 
and 10 have been properly rejected over Hirayaja et al. and the further combination with 
Phillips et al. is proper.
